Elihu Yedder has illustrated the‘famous 
quatrains of ’Omar Rhayydm ; that is to say, 
a great artist has interpreted a great philo¬ 
sophic poet. The artist is American ; the 
poet is Persian. The artist, while yet on the 
sunny side of middle life, has achieved 
distinction on both sides of the Atlantic. The 
poet lived and died some eight hundred years 
ago, and, though widely renowned in his own 
land and among his own people, is still com¬ 
paratively unknown to English readers. That 
he has ceased to be absolutely a stranger to 
such as are unable to enjoy him in the Persian, 
is mainly due to two recent translations of the 
Rubd'iydt, one by Mr. Edward E'itzgerald and 
• the other by Mr. E. H. Whinfield. It is to 
the former version that Mr. Yedder has 
wedded his designs; a version pre-eminently 
terse and energetic, which, if it lacks somewhat 
of the •*sweetness,*' misses none of the “ light,” 
of the original. 

’Omar Khayyam was born near Nishapur, 
in Khorasan, w here the last spurs of the Hindu 
Kush fringe the great North-Eastern Province 
of Persia. The exact dates of his birth and 
death are unknown; but he received his 
education at the College of Nishapur, which 
he left about 1042 of our era. Thus he 
flourished mid-way of the eleventh century, 
when Edward the Confessor reigned in Britain. 
His fame as an astronomer, mathematician, 
philosopher, and poet, is fourfold. As an 
astronomer, he aided in the rectification of the 
Persian Calendar. Asa poet, he is accredited 
with no less than twelve hundred quatrains ; 
of which number, however, not more than two 
hundred and fifty, or three hundred, are 
believed to be authentic. As a philosopher, 
he belonged, like many Persian thinkers, to 
the sect of the Sufis, whose mystic tenets 
advocate the negation of all creed*, the aban¬ 
donment of all forms, and, as the sole condition 
of communion with the Deity, a state of pure 
exaltation of soul. These views are abhorrent 
to orthodox Muslims, whether of the Sunnite 
or Shi ite persuasion, and by such ’Omar 
Khayyam is charged with Atheism/ To this 
charge the virulence of his attacks upon the 
faith of Islam, and his uncompromising re¬ 
jection alike of current formula and of the 
predestinarian doctrine, lend a certain colour. 
Again, to the merely superficial observer, the 
majority of his Rubd'iydt or quatrains read 
like the poetic effusions of Anacreon grafted 
upon a Lucretius. Yet ’Omar was neither 
^ 'sceptic, sensualist, nor materialist. He had a 
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philosophic and. religious system of his own, 
and that system, however disguised, and even 
disfigured, by the way in which he presented 
it, was positive rather than negative. He was, 
in truth, a Sufi of Sufis, a mystic of mystics. 
Just as, being both poet and philosopher, he 
made poetry the vehicle of his philosophy, so,, 
being a spiritualist, he made figurative use of 
the vocabulary of materialism to convey his 
spiritual aspirations. Thus it happens that 
when he appears to be most literal he is actually 
most metaphorical. The praises of wine and 
idlesse are on his lips, but these are tropes and 
figures, which bnt thinly veil the teachings of 
the Sufi school. Interpreted by the light of 
those teachings, wine stands for the higher 
influence, intoxication for religious ecstasy, 
and the tavern for the condition of the mystic. 
Nor is this all. The Rubd'iydt are not only 
mystical but satirical. Praise often conveys 
censure in disguise; and where license is 
apparently advocated, orthodox latitudinarians 
afe held up to scorn. Not to apprehend the 
satiric vein which runs through the Rubd'iydt 
is to miss a most important clue to the hidden 
meaning of the author. ’Omar’s w’ritings, in 
short, are open to two diametrically opposite 
interpretations, and his admirers occupy two 
antagonistic positions. He is claimed on the 
one hand by the mystics, and on the other 
hand by the freethinkers. The optimist reads 
him in parables ; the pessimist takes him au 
pied de la lettre. The dispute is as old as the 
Rubd'iydt themselves. It has gone on for 
upwards of seven hundred years, and it is 
going on still. 

Snch is the thinker—more philosopher than 
poet, more metaphysician than either—whom 
Mr. Vedder has undertaken to illustrate. The 
difficulties of the task appear at a first glance 
to be well-nigh insurmountable, for. of all 
topics under the sun, ethics and metaphisics are 
least susceptable of translation into light, 
shade, form, and colour. A* for ’Omar Khay¬ 
yam’s subtle reasonings on life, death, fate, free¬ 
will, and eternity, we should have said a year 
ago that they were actually beyond the reach of 
art. But they have not been beyond the reach of 
Mr. Vedder’s art. Neither ignoring nor eluding 
the manifold pitfalls and stumbling-blocks of 
bis subject, he has faced and overcome them 
by sheer might of genius. To start free was 
the evident and only condition of success. This 
the artist has done. Seizing and holding fast 
by the universality of ’Omar’s thinking and 
teaching, he has illustrated, not a Persian poet

The loveliest example of Miniature-Art which has appeared 
for sale in the open market during the last fifty years. Even 
the splendid Giulio Clovio of the Townley sale must yield the 
palm to this little MS., when we consider that, beyond the 
exquisite and delicately painted miniatures, it contains nearly 
500 charming borders with an infinite variety of flowers, fruits, 
birds, and butterflies, for surpassing the famous volumes 
decorated by French artists in the fifteenth century. In this 
work we can trace the hand of Gerard of Bruges, a miniaturist 
of the very highest rank, born about 1450-GO, many of whose 
works were formerly attributed to Hans Memlinc, and who is 
now generally recognized as the principal illuminator of the 
Grimani Breviary. It was probably destined as a present from 
Philip of Austria, or from his wife Juana (la Loca) to her sister 
Isabel of Portugal; and may therefore be assigned to the period 
between the years 1497, when King Emanuel wedded the 
younger Isabel, and 1498, when she died. The letters g g 
frequently repeated in the borders, stand probably both for 
Ysabel and for Yuana, but there is no doubt that they designate 
a Spanish princess ; and even much of the decorative painting 
betrays genuine Spanish work, perhaps by the assistant hand of 
Juan de Borgona or Pedro de Berruguete. The calligraphy 
throughout is Spanish, and although the body of the book is in 
Latin, and according to the Roman use, the last prayer in the 
volume (occupying five pages) is in Spanish. It is a translation 
of “ la Oracion de Sant Gregorio Papa,” but with a curious and 
significant modification: the sex of the worshipper is made 
feminine. This might seem to indicate the devout Catholic 
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Queen, the wife of Ferdinand of Aragon ; rather than either of 
her daughters. Two of the pictures look like portraits; one— 
Saint Barbara—I will not venture to identify, but the other— 
Saint Catherine — is almost certainly the Portrait of Doha 
Juana when she was about twenty years of age, to judge from 
the authentic likeness given in Carderera’s Inconografia. The 
first may be that of Margaret of Austria “ la gente Demoiselle,** 
who had many artists in her service, and who may have been 
the real begetter of this beautiful little MS., on account of her 
brother Philip. 

Independently of the u g united by a cordon in different 
places, there are in some ot the borders groups of letters, used 
apparently for the most part as mere ornament, but sometimes 
significant. The recurrence several times of the letters YQ YQ, 
evidently indicates a symbol in imitation of the QY, which 
we know was used by Philip of Austria as his motto (Qui 
voudra).

This splendid manuscript was written in the year 1477, as 
appears from the first leaf of calendar wdiich commences “ In 
hoc Anno Domini m.cccc.lxxvii est littera dominicalis e ut in 
cruce.** Specimens of Spanish art are excessively rare, and the 
present MS. is one so remarkably fine and so brilliantly deco¬ 
rated, in the Italian style, which was then followed by the 
Spaniards, that it would form a specially valuable feature in 
any paloBographical collection. There is, as compared with the 
Italianesque ornamentation, a more distinctive character in the 
two large paintings, which are truly imposing works of Art, 
somewhat in the Flemish style. The face of the mother in the 
picture of the Crucifixion is an extremely beautiful composition.

The book is probably identical with that referred to by Brunet and Salvd 
as being the first edition [ Madrid , Varez de Castro , 1599] with nothing but 
the title-page and colophon reprinted. The reason for this conclusion is round 
in the fact that each has 15 preliminary leaves and a portrait, with 256 leaves 
in the body of the book ; that the Tassa dated 4 March, 1599, agrees with that 
number ; and that the royal Cedula (16 Feb. 159S) which is the second leaf 
after the title, was ordered in its own text to be so printed. The royal Cedula 
is not found in any of the reprints hereafter described.—As for the conjectures 
of SalvA and Brunet above original impressions, they are evidently hazardous, 
as the dates used in the preliminary pieces seem not to have followed a uni¬ 
form stylo. The Aprobacion is 13 (not 15 as in Salva and Brunet) January, 
1598 [? 1599], the Cedula 16 of Febr. 1598 [1599],and the Tassa to which 
the Cedula refers as about to be fixed, is in March, 1599. From this it is easy 
to infer that the year was reckoned from 1 March.

In many countries translators have endeavoured to reproduce the 
poetry of the Lusiads ; and in our tongue there exist numerous versions more or 
less faithful and ambitious.

and now worthily closed by one superior to them nil. Captain Burton's work is 
of peculiar value for several reasons. He was attracted to Camoens by a 
powerful sympathy, arising from a certain similarity in the lives of the two men 
and in their modes of thought; and for twenty years of travel and exploration 
he made the Lusiads his constant companion, drinking in, as it were, the life 
and spirit of his master, with whom he completely identified himself. His great 
mastery of the English language has enabled him to overcome the difficulties of 
exact and verbal reproduction, without loosing the sweetness and perfume of the 
poetry. In fact, only an enthusiastic worshipper, endowed with extraordinary 
gifts, could have sustained the toil of such a feat, borne unflaggingly and success¬ 
fully to the end. A few archaisms appear in the translation which, so far from 
seeming out of place, rather heighten the force and effect of the English poem. 
It is a work which amply justifies Mrs. Burton's energetic admiration, and must 
add a new and glorious wreath to the many honours that already crown the 
reputation of Captain Burton.

“ Captain Burton—one of the most remarkable men of this present time— 
has followed up his excellent and romantic version of the ‘Lusiads’ of Luis 
de Camoens, with a commentary, which—to me at least—is a good deal more 
interesting than the ‘ Lusiads' themselves. That, perhaps, is saying little; for 
I have always found the ‘ Lusiads' little better than dull reading, and have 
never been able to quite understand the enthusiasm with which they are 
written of by learned men.

Camoens was a hero, and his life, 
as Captain Burton justly says—and Captain Burton is the best judge living of 
such matters—is ‘an epic life’ in every sense of the words. The heroic and 
the epic qualities are finely brought out in the present commentary. It is a 
treasury of learning and intelligence, and at the same time, it is in places as 
beautiful and moving a romance as I have read for many a day. Captain Burton 
divides his work into five chapters; namely, ‘ Biographical,’ ‘ Bibliographical,' 

‘ Historical and Chronological,’ ‘ Geographical,’ and ‘ Annotative.’ And, so 
far as I can see, he seems to have completely exhausted his subject. It has 
rarelv been my good fortune to read a more interesting and attractive book. It 
should send many readers to the ‘Lusiads’ themselves—in the original Portu¬ 
guese, or in the picturesque English of Captain Burton himself; and it should 
secure the author many friends and well-wishers for his promised translation of 
the sonnets and the songs. 

“ I should add that Mrs. Burton contributes to these volumes a spirited 
little essay on the reviews called forth by her husband’s version of the epic. 
She is very justly severe on the indifference with which we moderns regard such 
‘bygone and old-world things’ as ‘Romance, Loyalty, Honour, and Patriot- 
sm.’ Of the last three of these qualities there is an abundance in the 
‘Lusiads.’ But is there so very much of the first? I cannot think so. To me 
the poet is a hundredfold more romantic than the poem, the man than the book, 
the life than the work. Camoens, the adventurer, is worthy of a place with 
Cervantes; but the * Lusiads’ is not ‘ Don Quixote,’ and Romance—well, before 
I go any further I should like to have Mrs. Burton’s idea of Romance.

One of the most magnificent books on the Art*Monuments of Spain, and probably superior 
to any other in the accuracy and learning of its author. The series of illustrations was selected 
from works of art which were excellent by reason of their historical character or the beauty of 
their execution. Only 275 copies were printed, of which about 150 were absorbed by subscribers 
amongst the aristocracy of Spain. The book may therefore be regarded as virtually unpublished, 
and ns likely before long, in consequence of its intrinsic worth and the short supply of copies, to 
become a costly rarity. 

“ His great work, the ‘Iconografia Espanola, J published in 1853 and 18C4,contains seventy- 
four‘portraits, statues, and mausoleums,’ dating ‘from the eleventh to the seventeenth centuries.’ 
Not only the original drawings, but the text in Spanish and French, were his own work. 
Amongst the gems of this collection may be named the bas-reliefs of Charles V and his 
Empress, attributed by Cean Bermudez to Pompeo Leoni, and now in the Museum at Madrid; 
portraits of Philip II when young, and in his old age; the unhappy Don Carlos, Don Juan de 
Austria, Philip’s wives, and the famous 4 one-eyed’ Princess of Eboli. That of Heraan Cortds 
is exquisitely finished. He executed several copies of portraits after Goya, which havo never 
been published, notably that of the famous Andalusian beauty * La Duquesa de Alva.’ The 
mantilla, maja jacket, short black lace dress, silk stockings, and high-heeled shoes indicate the 
provincial costume of the ‘duchess of the period ’ to perfection. That of Maria Luisa, the less 
beautiful and austere wife of Charles III, indicates Goya’s character. He seems never to have 
fiattered bis sitters, even when nature had been gracious to them. Maria Luisa de Borbon, 
Duchcts of San Fernando, figures in an empire dress, with a head-gear of feathers; and albeit 
nature had forgotten to favour her, the wayward artist painted her as she lived, plain and 
dowdy.”— Athenaeum, April 10th, 1880.

Some 
of those whom we have loved, says the poet, 
.some of the loveliest and the best, have drunk 
their cup, 

‘•And one by one crept silently to rest/* 
The line is musical, and it breathes the old 
universal sigh of humanity ; but the poetry is 
Vedder V. 

I turn to plate 26, entitled “Death’s Review.” 
The spectre-monarch, sceptred and chHpleted, 
sits overhead, and with fierce energy pipes that 
terrible march to which all mankind must 
keep time. Below, in endless procession the 
whole human race—young and old, saint and 
sage, poet and warrior—their eyes solemnly 
tun ed upon the spectator, press onward to the 
inevitable goal. The effect of these fateful 
eyes, all looking straight out of the picture— 
looking, as it seems, into one’s own eyes—is 
indescribably startling. The artist in his Notes 
explains that “ the indignation stamped on the 
faces of the great army of hninanity is for the 
ignorance in which they are left of what lies 
beyond the grave.” Here, then, we have a 
profound thought and a great design j but if 
we turn to the quatrain which has suggested 
the theme for illustration, we find that the 
thought no less thau the dcsigu is the property 
of the artist. ’Omar says— 

“ A Moment’s halt—a momentary taste 
Of Being Irom the well amid the waste — 
Ami lo I the phantom caravan has reach’d 
The Nothing is set out from—Oh 1 make 
haste 1 ” 

’Omar’s is a fine verse and a fine thought; but 
Mr. Vcdder has, as it were, struck but a spark 
from it wherewith to fire his own imagination. 
But it is in plutc 36 that he rises to perhaps his 
very highest level. We poor mortals, says 
’Omar, are “impotent Pieces’’ which the 
hand of the Master moves thither and thither 

u Upon this checker-board of Nights and 
Days.” 

to be cast out one by one as the dread game 
goes on. The artist, in his own modest phrase, 
“ has carried the idea of the poet a step further, 
and represented the game as being played 
w ith the universe instead of with man.” He 
accordingly shows us the Fates—not ancient 
and haggard, as they are wont to be depicted, 
but vigorous Michael Angiolesque forms, 
eternally and implacably young—casting out 
snares of woven atmospheric vapour, and 
gathering in the stars. Dead worlds, like 
spent billiard-bulls, lie at their feet; thread, 
shears, and distaff being meanwhile thrown 
aside, till another planet is caught in the toils, 
and there is more work to do. In mere daring 
sublimity, both of conception and execution, 

I confess that 1 know no parallel to this 
wonderful design. 

Of the Soul that went in search of heaven 


to find it Hope, and came hack by way of 
disappointment, which is Hell (pi. 35); of 
“The Recording Angel” (pi. 38) who with 
bandaged ears writes on, deaf to the suppli¬ 
cating hands which beat in vain against the 
judgment-seat; of “The Last Man” (pi. 77), 
alone amid the wreck of his race, watching 
the last dawn broaden up the East, while Love 
lies dead at his feet; of “The Suicide” (pi. 
25), lying head foremost, finely foreshortened, 
with scroll and dagger beside him, and his 
freed spirit soaring into night; of “ Saturn " 
(pi. 20), winged with flame, throned on his 
belted planet, and steering it through space ; 
of “ The Soul of the Cup” (pi. 21), a shadowy 
presence kissing the thirsty poet lip to lip ; of 
“The Angel of Death ” (pi. 24», who, with 
averted face, offers “ the darker drink ” to the 
fainting traveller whose goal is reached ; of 
“ Whence and Whither,” of “ The Inevitable 
Fate,” and many another far-thoughted sub¬ 
ject “ of imagination all compact,” I can but 
take the briefest note in these columns. They 
are things to be seen, and not only to be seen, 
but to be studied. Their intention is not all 
manifest upon the surface. Symbol underlies 
symbol, and thought is piled on thought. 
Sometimes, too, a touch of grim humour peeps 
out, as in “ Theology ” (pi. 14), where, 
garlanded with cobwebs, a ring of dry and 
dusty volumes, each of which has knocked 
down its predecessor, encircles a mouldering 
skull. 

But it must not be supposed that Mr. Vedder 
is always moralizing. Types of girlish grace 
and womanly beauty abound in his pages. 
His Eve is a Titian ; his Skki is a creature of 
smiles and sunshine; and the saucy, winning, 
seductive, idle temptress who, “ Spring and 
Rose in hand,” wiles the philosopher from his 
books is Phryne personified. In these and 
others of his nude subjects Vedder combines a 
conaumate mastery of form with complete 
grace and sculpturesque modesty of treatment. 

1 could 6ay more—much more ; but I have at 
least said enough to show that those who take up 
Vedder’s “accompaniment’’ to the Rub&'iydt 
of ’Omar Khayyam expecting to see a poet 
interpreted by an artist, will discover, long 
enough before they lay the volume down, that 
the artist is by far the greater poet of the two. 

The book—a large quarto—is got up as 
splendidly as it deserves to be, which is saying 
a great deal. The ornamental borders, the 
cover, the very lining paper of the cover, are 
all designed by the one hand. The plates are 
facsimiles reproduced by an admirable process 
which gives every tint of the various coloured 
papers employed by the artist, and every 
crayon-touch of the original drawings. The 
result is a truly magnificent volume, which is 
in every way honourable to American work¬ 
manship and American enterprise.— Amelia
